1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: In line 3 of paragraph 0003, the 
term "damands" has been replaced with the term -demands- to correct a minor 
spelling error. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims, 
setting forth a wheel having a base wheel skeleton including a rim, hub, and plurality of 
spokes connecting the rim and hub, wherein the spokes include at least two threaded 
holes adjacent the connection of the spokes with the rim, at least two radially and 
angularly symmetrically spaced threaded holes disposed generally around a periphery 
of the hub; a hub cap attachable to the wheel on a first wheel side through at least one 
mounting extension to the threaded holes disposed around the periphery of the hub, at 
least one skin element attachable to the wheel with at least one hole at one end of the 
skin element to one of the threaded holes adjacent the spoke and rim connection, the 
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skin element further including an extension disposable under a portion of the hub cap to 
facilitate retention of another end of the skin element by the hub cap, the surface of the 
spokes on the first side of the wheel remaining exposed after attachment of the hub cap 
and skin element; have been found to be allowable over the prior art. The prior art does 
not teach or suggest a wheel having the configuration as set for above.
